The  very  newest  thing  in  this  line, 
however,  is  the  aluminium  ballet  Of 
course  it  is  very  light,  aluminium  being 
only  about  as  heavy  as  chalk.

Furthermore,  the  lead  is  acted 
upon  ohemically  by  the  animal  juices 
so  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  eater  of  the 
flesh.

Success  or  failuife  may  atteud  the 
struggle  for  the  inconsequential  spoils 
of  office-,  but  bimetallism  has  a  prin¬ 
ciple  of  necessity  that  will  not  let  it 
reel.  That  necessity  is  a  currency 
capable  of  serving  the  needs  of  the 
people,  that  shall  be  stable  in  value, 
sufficient  in  volume  and  capable  of 
expansion  with  the  growth  of  busi¬ 
ness  and  the  increase  in  population. 
When  day  and  night,  like  the  sun  and 
moon,  get  on  the  same  side  of  the 
earth  at  the  same  time,  then,  and  not 
until  then,  will  it  be  found  that  a  con¬ 
tracting  currency,  such  os  monomet¬ 
allism  gives,  will  comply  with  these 
conditions.
